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HE Chevalier de St. George; 
being the only Male Deſcen- 
dant of his Family, had been 
often ſollicited by his Friends 


to change his Condition; in order to re- 
vive their Hopes, by raiſing up an Heir 


to his Pretenſions. 
He was at this time in the Thirtieth 


Year of his Age, and juſt return'd from 


that hazardous, tho? unſucceſsful Expe- 


dition, which he had made into Scotland; 
where he run thro” all the diſcourage- 


ing Variety of Hardſhips, which a ſe- 
vere and rigorous Seaſon, a cold and 


uncomfortable Climate; and the moſt 


- provoking Turns of ill Fortune, cou'd 
throw in his Way. 


But being ſtill fixt in his purpoſe to 


hazard all that was dear to him for the 
Relief of his unhappy Followers and De- 


pendants ; he foreſaw that this Reſolu- 
tion muſt be attended with no ſmall In- 
conveniencies, and oblige him to expoſe

His Enemies, who were indefatigable 
in their Endeavours, and omitted no Op- 
portunity to diſtreſs him (knowing his 

Friends to be very numerous in the three 
Kingdoms) lay'd him under a Neceſſity 


of _— from Avignon. to Ital), to ren- 


der very difficult, or intirely prevent, a

WhateverReaſons had hitherto ſway*d 
the Chevalier againſt a married State, 
now gave way to the Opinion of his 


Friends, and being determin'd to follow 
their Advice, readily concluded, that he 
cou'd not make Choice of a more agree- 


able Conſort, than the Princeſs Clementi- 
na Sobiesky, Daughter to Prince James So- 


biesky of Poland, and to Edwige Elizabeth 
Amilia, of the Houſe of Newbourgh. 


This Princeſs was born the 17th of 
Jul) 1702, and is happy in all the Charms, 
both of Mind and Body, that her Sex can 
boaſt of: Her Accompliſhments might 
here be enlarged upon, but it ſhall ſuffice 


to ſum them up in the expreſſive Chara- 
cter, which the Chevalier himſelf gave 


of her, in a Letter he wrote, ſoon aſter

Agreeableneſs of Seventeen, and the So- 
lidity of Thirty. EF 
Nor is this Princeſs more remarkable 
for the Grace of her Perſon, than She is 
conſiderable for the Greatneſs of her Fa- 
mily, being Grand Daughter to the Great 
Sobresky King of Poland, who ſaved Europe 
by raiſing the Siege of Vienna, Couſin 
German to the Emperor, and King of 
Portugal, Niece to the Electors of Treves, 
Bavaria and Palatine, and without Ex- 
ception, a Conſort fit for any King in 
Chriſtendom. „„ 
But beſides theſe Powerful Induce- 
ments, the Chevalier had a Politick View 
in this Alliance: For the late King James 
was more oppreſs'd by the Empire, than 
any other Power in the ſeveral Attempts, 


which he made to be Reftored. The 


Chevalier being well appriz'd of this, pro- 
pos'd by this Match to make a Party in 
Germany, that might be able to counter- 
ballance that of the Houſe of Hanover.

this Match in particular, immediately 
made Choice of Mr. Charles Wogan, a 
Gentleman of Ireland, who had diſtin- 
guiſhed his Zeal and Capacity on ſeveral 
Occaſions. It was in the beginning of 
the year 1718, when Mr. Wogay, having 
received his Inſtructions, ſet out from 
Paris, and made a Tour to moſt of the 
Courts of Germany; that under the Pre- 
tence of Travelling, he might, with leſs 
Suſpicion, arrive at that of lam in Sileſia, 
where Prince James then Refided. 

Here he met with a very generous Re. 
ception, as all Travellers do; and ſoon 
after his Arrival had the good Fortune to 
hit upon a happy, tho a trifling Circum- 
ſtance; by which he handſomely intro- 
duc'd his Commiſſion.

This, no Doubt, ſurprized the Prin- 
ceſs very agreeably, ho heard the plea- 
ſing Declaration, with that graceful De- 
cency, which is moſt becoming on ſuch 
Occaſions. Soon after, Mr. Wogez open- 
ed his Commiſſion to Prince James, and 
the Princeſs her Mother, who received 
the Propoſal with ſuch Joy, as expreſs'd 
a Senſe of the great Honour, they thought 
would be done them and their Family by 
ſo conſiderable an Alliance. 
The Articles of Marriage being ſome- 
time aſter agreed upon and concluded, the 
next Thing to be conſidered was, how 
to bring them together, They knew

pected and diſagreeable News of the 


Princeſs's Seizure ; for it ſeems the La-

wrote very preſſingly to the Emperor, 
and order'd their Reſident to make all 
poſſible Inſtances, to prevent the further 
Progreſs of their Deſign.

and Spare Tackle of all Sorts, in Caſe of 
Actonents. ET 

Mr. Wogan, when laſt at Rome, was 
adviſed, before he left it, to procure a 
Paſs from Count Galleſs, the Emperor's 
Ambaſſador, in Behalf of Count Cerzes, 
a Gentleman of Flanders, who was remo- 
ving from Loretto with his Family, the 
Major and Mrs. Miſſett were to perſonate 
the Count and his Lady; Wogan was to 
paſs for the Brother, and the Princeſs for 
Siſter to the Counteſs ; and Tool, Miſſett, 


and Mitchell were to ride as Domeſiicks. 


Having thus diſpoſed their Parts, they 


ſet out from Strasbourgh, April the 17th, 


1719. after they had received Advice 
from Chatteaudeay, that their Affair was

in as promiſing a Poſture as they could 


him. 


wiſh : But, as they could not travel in 
the Night by Reaſon of the Severity 
of the Seaſon, which with continual 
Rain and Snow had made the 
Roads very deep and dangerous, it was 


the aiſt before they arrived at Kempten, 
2 Frontier of Bavaria and Tirol. There 


they thought it adviſable to ſend * 


| and Mit chell ON before, to apprize * attee 


audeau of their Coming; and to let him 


know that they would wait at Nazareth, 
a Village within Two Ports of Inſpruck, 


to receive farther Intelligence from 
On the 25th they reach'd Nazareth, 
where Kpasky met them with a Letter 
from Chatteaudeau, importing that the 
Princeſs's Mother deſired, tor certain 
Reaſons, that they would not come to 


Inſpruck till the 27that 8 at Night. There 
was no avoiding this Delay, occaſioned 


by the Fondneſs of a Mother unwilling 


to 3 a Child ſhe loved ſo ten- 


derly. 

Whilſt Mr. Wogan was taken up in 
writing an Anſwer to this Letter, Tool 
happen'd, as is common on the Road, 
to fall into a Familiar Dialogue with the 
Landlord, who among other trifling 
1 * News, 
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News, told him, that Kpnusky was a Do- 
meſtick of the Princeſſes, who were Pri- 
ſoners at Izſpruck, which he came to know 
by his often riding Poſt that way. . Cap- 
tain Tool ſeem'd to ler this paſs with the 


fame Indifference, as he did rhe reſt of 


his Diſcourſe, but took the firſt opportu- 


nity to acquaint Mr. Wogan with it, who 


immediately apprehended of what ill 
Conſequence it might be, if not timely 
prevented; and recollecting, that, in his 


Travels formerly thro' Germany, he had 
ſome Dealings with Sieur Carvar, a no- 


ted Banker at Ausbourgh, he readily be- 
thought himſelf of a lucky Turn to this 
Accident; for coming up to the Hoſt 


with a Letter in his Hand, he asked him 


if he knew the Sieur Canvar, he anſwerd 


he did, upon which Mr. Wogan defired 
him to direct that Letter to him in High 


Datch, for he had met with an opportu- 


nity of ſending it by a private Hand to 


Aasboargh. The Inn-keeeper accordingly 
ſuperſcribed the Letter, which Mr. Mo- 


gan, after he had ſeaPd it, gave to Tool, 


ordering him to make much of the Fel- 


low, that was going to Azsbourgh, and 


cngage him to deliver it into the Ban- 
kers own hand. Tool, by this means, 
had time enough to inform Nou. of all 
| | that 


or So, 
that had happened, which occaſion'd this 
blind, and it was as fair a Handle, under 
the Pretence of drinking, to detain him 
till Night, that no one might take notice 
what Road he went. 

Tho' Mr. Mogan gave as good a Gloſs 
as poſſible, and what was moſt likely to 
baffle all Suſpicion ; nevertheleſs this lit- 
tle Circumſtance, and their being ſo near 
Inſpruck, made them extremely uneaſy, 
and think it a very long time to ſtay till 

the 27th at that Inn; the better therefore 
to divert any Enquiry tt might be oc- 
cCaſion'd, by their reſtiug there fo long; 
it was agreed, that the Countels ſhou'd 
feign an Indiſpoſition, which was eaſily 
done; for She was, in Reality, fo much 
out of Order with the Fatigue of her Jour- 
ney, that there was no great Need of 
Diſſimulation. 5 
During their Stay here, Mrs. Miſſet 
was taken up pretty much in forming 
Tennys Behaviour, and inſtructing her 
in the Part ſhe was to act; who was 
made to believe all along, that theſe Pre- 
parations were only to carry off a young 
Heireſs who was in Love with Captain 
Tool; that her Guardians, upon that ac- 
count, had confin'd her to a Convent, 
with a Deſign to force her n. 
an 
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andoblige her to marry an old Man; that 
She muit ſupply her Place, and under the 
pretence of being ill, decline ſeeing any 
body, but the Aunt of the young Lady, 
who wou'd be near her; that in two or 
three Days, She might, with Certainty, 
expect to be le and very well gra- 
«1, oe Tee ks 
Jenny, whilſt the Performance was at 
ſome diſtance, readily undertook to do 
every thing they would have her; but 
when it came to the Puſh, that She was 
to leave her Miſtreſs, and to be cloyſter'd 
up in the Room of another; her Heart 
began to fail, and to ſpirit her up, they 
were oblig'd to make repeated Proteſta- 
tions, and even ſolemnly ſwear, that 
She need not be under the leaſt Appre- 
henſion of Danger; that in a very litrle 
time, She ſhou'd have her Liberty again, 
and be then largely rewarded for the 
{ſmall Trouble of ſo ſhort a Confinement: 
But the moſt Powerful Motive, and what 
ſeenvd, at once, to fix her to their pur- 
poſe, was a Preſent of a Rich Suit of Da- 
mask her Miſtreſs made her. 7 5 
As they were not to reach Inſprack til 
late at Night, all the 27th, the Miſtreſs 
employ'd in dreſſing, and adjuſting her 
Maid. In the Dusk of the enn, 
a they

they put on their Cloaks, went down 
Stairs, and took Coach: Tool went be- 
fore to prepare a Lodging, near the Bridge 
of Inſpruct, where they had appointed to 
meet Chatteaudeau about Nine, deſiring 
him, for that purpoſe, to ſend a Foot- 
man to watch their coming. | 
They came at the Time fixed, and 
perceiving a Man muffled up in his Cloak 
to follow the Coach, and Remark where 
it {kopp'd, they ſuppos'd he belong'd to 
Chatteaudeau ; but he not meeting Wogan, 
and Gaydon at the Bridge, according to 
Promiſe, they were for two Hours under 
fearful Apprehenſions, that the Perſon 
they ſaw, might be ſome Spy. 5 

It was at this time terrible Weather, it 
ſnow'd and rain'd in abundance, the 
Streets were dirty, and the Night very 
dark; about Eleven Chatteaudeau came to 
them, and excuſed himſelf for not being 
more exact to his Hour, for that he was 
oblig' d to wait till all the Family, exceptin 
 Rpusky were a Bed, and the Houſe quiet. 
He acquainted them, that the Princeſs's 
Mother, in regard to the badneſs of the 
Weather» and the Darkneſs of the Night, 
Was for putting off their Flight till to- 
wards Morning: Mr.Wogaz replyed, that, 
what her Highneſs apprehended as fr hr 
8 = E u 
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ful Inconveniencies, made for their Ad- 
vantage; and that it was not conſiſtent 
with . common Prudence, in an Affair of 
ſuch Importance, to let {lip ſo favourable 
an Opportunity. The Major added, if 
the Princeſs's Mother perſiſted to throw 
ſuch unſeaſonable Obſtacles in the way, 
She would have it hereafter to reproach 
her ſelf, not only with the Miſcarriage 
of ſo hopeful an Enterprize, but like- 
wiſe the Loſs of ſo many worthy Men, 
who generouſly came a great way to give 
their Aſſiſtance; that it was no time now 
to deliberate, and that all Motherly Fond- 
_ neſs ought to give way to ſo many Pow- 
erful Reaſons. DE 
Chatteaudeau was of their Opinion, and 
told them, for their Encouragement, that 
he had ſecur'd ſuch an Intereſt in the Por- 
ter, as to let a Woman paſs along with 
him, whenever he wou'd, unexamined ; 
that the Guard was retired, (as it gene- 
rally did, ſince the bad Weather) not in 
the leaſt apprehending that the Princeſs 
had any thoughts of an Eſcape ; or that 
She wow'd not, however, take ſuch an 
unfit time to make it in. 3 
They agreed to diſpatch Matters with 
the greateſt Expedition, and refoly'd, if 
poſſible, to cut ſhort the Ceremony of 
—— parting. 
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parting. Wogan went immediately for 
the Maid that was to be left in the Prin- 


ceſs's Place, and gave Orders to have the 


Coach in Readineſs; as Jenny and he 
walk'd a little behind, Chatteaudeau, and 


 Gaydon, the Girl (tho' they ſpoke very 


low) overheard them name the Princeſs, 
at wich ſhe was ſtartled, and ſtopping, 


asked, if Captain Too! was ſuch a Madman 


as to expect to carry off a Princeſs: It will 
never do---ſay*d ſhe---and for my part--- 
here they were again oblig'd to ſtop her 
Mouth with freſh Proteſtations, and ſome 


Pieces of Gold. The Major return'd to 


keep the Door of the Lodging open, and 


have an Eye to the Bridge: Mr. Wogan 


was plac'd by Chatteaudeau, at a Corner 


of a Street near the Cloyſter, where he 


was to expect the Princeſs, whilſt he him- 
ſelf convey'd Jenn) in her Riding-hood, 


without any difficulty into the Houſe. 


The Princeſs appear'd that Night, as 
uſually, to her Mother and the Counteſs 
Gabriel her Governante, but pretended a 
Diſorder after Supper, and ſaid ſhe wou'd 
go to Bed; reſolving, if the Weather did 
not prove more favourable, and ſne found 


| herſelf no better to keep her Chamber all 
next Day: She accordingly retired, and 
as the Counteſs and her Daughters atten-

died her to her Apartment, ſhe undreſs d 
immediately, and went toBed; when they 
left the Room, She roſe, and writ a Letter 

to her Mother (as was before agreed on) 
to the following purpoſe, That, after the 
Engagements ſhe had enter'd into with the 
Chevalier, it wou'd be no ſmall Blemiſh 
to her Character, to defer a moment doing 
what he thought conducive to their Meet- 
ing; which was a thing hs not only much 
dejired, but what he had found means alſa 
to effect. That theſe Reaſons, She hop'd | 
would be ſuffucient to excuſe her to her La- 
ther, and her Highneſs, .and incline them 
both to give her their Bleſſing, tho She did 
not ask their Conſent. She thought it neceſ- 
| ſary to write another to the Counteſs Ga- 
briell, to defire her, not to take it ill, that 
She 'kept her a Stranger to an Affair which 
She cou'd not impart to her, without Breach 
of Honour, aud endangering an Enterprise, 
the Succeſs of which intirely depended on its 
SS V 88 
| afteofniſhing theſe two Letters, She 
pack d up her Jewels, and took out her 
Hood and Cloak, which were both lin'd 
with Fur, and made purpoſely to defend 
her in this Journey againſt the Severity 
of the Weather: As ſoon as ſhe perceived 
that Chatteaudeau was returned with the 
— — . Maid, 
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 Maid,ſhe ſtep'd into her Mother's Cham- 
ber, to whom ſhe ſpoke in the following 
broken Manner, My Deareit Mother I am 
_ 1ait a going, and mut ast your Bleſſing ; the 
Maid is come who is to take my Place; ſhe 
here faulter'd, and throwing her {elf on 
her Knees expreſs'd what more ſhe. had 
to ſay in Sighs and Tears. Her Mother 
fell on her Neck, like a Statue, ſpeechleſs, 
unable to anſwer her, but in the ſame 
moving Language. 6 
Their parting would have been much 
longer, and more difficult, had not the 
Princeſs been alarmed by a Noiſe ſhe 
heard at the Door, which obliged her to 
go and ſee what it was, where ſhe found 
_ Chatteaudgau with the Girl, who told her 
Highneſs they had no Time to ſpare ; up- 
on which {he ordered them into her 
Chamber, and whilſt {he was putting on 
her travelling Dreſs, Jenny with an Air 
of Freedom ſaid, Madam, you little think 
hom many you have made langniſh with an 
impatient Deſire to ſee you; and after. ta- 
king a cloſer and more particular View 
of her J can't, added ſhe, t ſay you are 
very handſome andrichly, worth the Pains they 
have taken about you. —— 


She 
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dhe then took off her Cloak, and put 


it about the Princeſs's Shoulders, and 


whilſt ſhe was tying her Hood, Jenny ob- 


ferving her in Tears, bid her chear up, 


and not grieve at that Rate, for you fall 


into the Hands (faid ſhe) of a Man of 
Worth and Honour, and will preſently 
meet with an agreeable Lady, who will 
be ,ery careful to pleaſe you. Then 
kiſſing the Princeſs, ſhe bid her Adieu. 
Jenny according to Orders was to go to 
Bed immediately, and there remain 'till 


ſhe was found out, and the Impoſture 


diſcovered, and Kpusky had Directions to 
follow a little Time alter to the Inn with 
the Princeſs's Things. It was now about 


e when the Princeſs went out, 


conducted hy Chatteaudeau to the Gate, 


where he ook Leave of her in the Pre. 
ſence of the Porter, and bid her Good 


Night, but with a Voice loud enough to 


give Mr. Mogan the Signal, who had ad- 


vanced as near as he could in order to re- 
et rr. 


The Princeſs had the Goodneſs: to ex- 
cuſe her ſelf to Mr. Mogan for making 
her wait ſo long, but conſidering the 
Circumſtances he was then in with a 
Princeſs under his Care, incumber'd with 
4 wet Cloak in an open Street, expoſed 
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CES 
to the uncomfortableAſſaults of Rain and 
Snow, which beat with Violence againſt 
her; he was more taken up with 
the careful Thought of getting her High- 
neſs with all convenient Haſte to a warm 
Room, than returning an Anſwer to ſo 
gracious a Compliment. 
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| Before they got to the Bridge, they 


were at a ſtand how to paſs a large dirty 
Kennel, Wogan ſeeing ſomething white 
in the Croſſing which he imagined to be 
Stones, the Hurry he was in made him 
without any farther Examination direct 
her Highneſs to ſtep there, but falling in 
above her Ankle ſhe found his Miſtake, 
and that what he took tor firm Footing, 
was only ſome Straw that wis carried 
there by the Rain. 5 

Mr. Megan was under all the Confuſi- 
on imaginable at this Accident, and go- 
ing to make an Apology, but ſhe only 
lauglyd and was very merry upon it. 

At laſt they got to the Inn without be- 
ing taken Notice of, where ſhe ſaluted 
the Company after a very becoming and 
gracious Manner; they perceived howe- 
ver by her Countenance the different 
Paſſions of Grief and Fear that ſhe had 
been ſtrugling with, which now were 
loſt in Joy to find her ſelf at Liberty:

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Mogan told Mrs. Miſſett the Diſaſter that 


befel him, and that the Princeſs was wet 


in her Feet, and ſo leaving her to take 


Care of her Highneſs, he went to get the 
Coach ready; but ſetting up ſo long they 
had burnt out all their Wood, and the 
Princeſs would not ſuffer any of the 
Houſe to be diſturbed to get more; ſo 
that Mrs. Miſſett only dry'd her Feet 


with the Sheets, changed her Shoes and 


Stockings, and to keep her warm on the 
Road, put her Legs into Wogan and Gay- 
dows Muffs, and wrap'd her up in a dry 


Cloak. | 


T was the 28th'of April about 2 in the 
Morning when the Princeſs with her 


Company left Inſpruck, ordering Tool to 


ſtay behind to diſcharge the Expences of 


the Inn, in Quality of Steward of the 


Houſhold to Count Cerzeſſe, whoſe Paſ- 


port was not only ſerviceable to them 


here, but all their Way thro? Germany, 
As ſoon as they had got out of the 
Town, the Major complimented Her. 


Highneſs upon her happy Eſcape, and 
this ſo ſignal an Inſtance which {he had 


given ot her Attachment to the Chevalier, 
and of her Condeſcenſion to his Will in 
expoſing her ſelf to ſo many and great 
Dangers as others could not ſo much as 
| — e thihle 
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think of without Horror; which manife- 
ſted ſuch a Greatneſs of Soul, ſuch a Stea- 
dineſs in one who had not yet accom- 


pliſh'd the Age of ſeventeen, that all Eu- 
rope mult admire it. |

Whilſt they were upon this Subject, 


Tool came up, and with the Caution of | 
an old Traveller, deſir'd them to recol- 
lect, if in the hurry of their firſt ſetting 


out they had not forgot ſomething; upon 
which they immediately miſs d the Prin- 
ceſs's Packet, which Kgzsky brought to 


the Inn, and were all under great Con- 


_ fuſion that no body had taken care of it; 


but her Highneſs without being at all di- 
fturb'd, anſwer'd very calmly, if that 
was all that was wanting, it was not of 
ſuch conſequence to give them any Un- 
eaſineſs; however after they had ſearch'd 


the Seats of the Coach to no purpoſe, 


Tool return'd upon the Spur, and happily 
found it in the Place it had been laid, 
which they look upon as a good Omen of 
their future Fortune; for it ſeems what 


her Highneſs made ſo great a Slight of, 


was a very valuable Set of her choiceſt 


Jewels. 


Notwithſtandin g the great Haſte and 
Diligence they made, they cou'd not get 
to the Mountain Brecner (Which uy 
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only two Poſts and a half) till eight a 
Clock, by reaſon of the great Snow and 
the badneſs of the Ways; here they found 
Miſſet and Mitchell watching for them at 
the Door of one of the Inns, where they

ſtopt a little to refreſh themſelves, they | 


perceived the Princeſs was a little Heart 
ſick, and look*d- very pale, but taking 
ſome Drops which Mrs. Miſſet had about 
her, found herſelf much better. This 
little Diſorder in the beginning of ſo great 
a Journey, ſtartled them very much at- 
ter taking her Drops, ſhe call'd for a 
little Wine, which reviv'd her ſo much, 
that ſhe order'd them to proceed on their 
Journey: Miſſett and Mitchell had Or- 
ders to wait here Two Hours to inter- 
cept or prevent any Purſuit. 
There was no leſs Difficulty in com- 
ing down, than in going up Mount Brec- 
u at the Foot of this Hill riſes the Ri- 
ver Aaige, along the Banks of which they 
drove 1n very great Danger of being 
overturn'd, had not Mr. Tool been very 
watchful in keeping the Coacl-man 
awake, whom to his great Surpriſe he 
fold godding in his Box.

About Five at Night they arriv'd at 

TIve:x2m, an Epiſcopal Town, where they 
intreated her Highneſs to take ſome Re- 
e freſhmeat, 
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freſhment, having eat nothing all the 
Journey, but Two Eggs, and to reſt 
there 'till their Rear Guard, Miſſer and 
Mitchell came up; ſhe. wou'd have no- 
thing elſe got ready here, but the fame 
| ſpare Dyer, and ſeem'd not to have the 
leaſt Inclination to ſleep, tho? ſhe never 
had clos'd her Eyes, from the Time ſhe 
{er out; EE op Poa oo Wa 
Here they learn'd that the Princeſs of 
Baden, had juſt paſs'd thro' in her Way, 
to Rome, with a very great Retinue, and 
cou'd not be above Four or Five Poſts 
before them, which was no ſmall Mor- 
tification, too well foreſeeing the Difficul- 
ty they wou'd lye under to get freſh Hor- 
ſes, where they had molt need of them, 
to haſten them out of the Emperors Ter- 
tories. -. 5 5 
Now Miſſett and Mitchell had joyn'd 
them, they found it neceſſary to change 
the Diſpoſition of their March; coming 
into the Territory of Trent, where the 
Italian was much ſpoke, Mitchell was or- 
der'd to go before, to prepare Horſes : 
That Too! and Miſſet ſhou'd ſtay behind 
all Day, to watch any Purſuit, but ſhow'd 
joyn them at Night, to be better able to 
oppoſe or relief em, in caſe any Accident 
Mou'd happen. : 3 
: 3-1 Having 
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Having thus regulated their Journey, 
the Coachman which they. took from 
Brixen, made as much haſte, as if he had 
been privy to the Neceſſity they lay un- 
der, to get out of the-Emperor's Reach ; 
for this his > 0; eg: her Highneſsorder'd 
that he might be well rewarded ; Night 
ſoon came on, and being oblig'd to take 
up with the Horſes already quite tir'd 


with the Princeſs of Baden, they cou'd 
make but a ſlo March on't much againſt 
their Will. They offer'd to place a Cu- 
ſhion under the Princeſs's Head, in hopes 
She might take a little Reſt, but She 
ſeem'd to take Pleaſure in nothing, ſo 
much as to inform herſelf in every thing 
relating to England, their Manners, the 
moſt conſiderable Families, the Dreſs and 
Beauty of the Ladies, at the ſame time 
8 ſome Engliſh Words. Thus She 
diverted herſelf all the Journey, and as 
She had a very happy Memory, She re- 
tain'd every thing they had told her to 
every ones Admiration : She made Mr. 
Mogan relate the Adventure at Preſton, 
(he having acted a principal Part in that 
Affair) and to tell her the Names of all thoſe 
who ſuffered upon that Occaſion, whoſe 
Misfortunes touched her very ſenſibly, 
but more particularly the Chevalier's 
CO PENA Loi 8 h 2 Voyage 
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Voyage into Scotland, what paſſed whilſt 
he was there, and the many Dangers 
he run through during the Time of that 
adventerous Expedition. 5 
Acſter this the Major entertain'd her 
with the many Sieges and Battles Gene- 
ral Dillon's Regiment had been engaged 
in, particularly the Battle of Cremona, 
the Pleaſure ſhe took in hearing thoſe 
Martial Stories ſhewed her to be the Ge- 
nuine Spring of the Great Sobzesky. 

The 29ch about Break of Day, they 
arrived within Eight Leagues of Trent, 
Where they left Tool and Miſſett, Mitchell 
was ordered tc go before to ſhew their 
Paſsport to the Governor, and get Horſes 
p ready. It was now that they began to 
feel the Inconveniencies of the Princeſs 
of Baden's being fo near; their Horſes 
were ſo tired that it was with Difficulty 
they arrived at Twelve a Clock at Trent, 
where they flatter'd themſelves that they 
ſhould meet with no farther Delay than 
juſt to change Horſes, for the Princeſs 
was in greater Haſte to paſs this Town 
Ram ² Erie, 7: 
Baut they, it ſeems, knew not the Tem- 
"aa of the Governor, for when Mz:ztchell 
hewed him the Paſport, he began, by 
telling him, that he was very much miſtaken 
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if he had not ſeen that Paſport before in other 


Hands, and pulled out his Spcctacles to 
examine it more narrowly. « 

When this Difficulty was removed, 
Mitchell asked him for an Order for Hor- 


ſes, to which he anſwered very roughly, 


that he muſt wait *till they could be got, 
for the Princeſs of Baden had emptied the 
Town, that it was Fir# come firit ſerved, 
and ſo he might ſet his Heart at reſt. 
Then they ſem to him for Leave to 
make Uſe of the ſame Horſes that brought 
them thither, when they were refreſh'd ; 
upon which he fell into a great Paſſion, 
and ſeemed to make a mighty Favour, 


of ſhewing his Reſentment, no other 


Way than by a Refuſal. _ | 

After this the Princeſs ſhewed more 
Uneaſineſs than ſhe did the whole Jour- 
ney before; However, Mitchell was fo 
active, that in a little Time, he found 
Horſes for his purpoſe, but the great 
Misfortune was, he muſt firſt apply to 
the Governor for Leave to make Uſe of 
them, which he granted with a great 


deal of Difficulty, and a very ill Grace. 


During this Interval, the Princeſs be- 
ginning to feel the Warmth of the Italian 


Climate, threw off the Muffs and furr'd 


Hood, 
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Hood, which ſhe wore allthe Way from 
Inſpruck ; then taking a Biſcuit, and a 
Glaſs of Wine, ſhe got into the Coach, 
with no ſmall Joy, tor leaving. the Go- 
vernor's Juriſdiction, where the Time ap- 
pear'd very tedioustoher: 'The Coachman 
did his belt to deſerve what they promis'd 
him, if he drove carefully, and made 
Haſte, which he could not eaſily do by 
Reaſon of the Badneſs ofthe Road. 
_  Betwaxt Trent and Roveredo the High- 
way goes along a frightful Precipice, by 
the River Adage; here her Highneſs was 


under a great Concern, for Mrs. Miſſett, 


whoſe Fears might prove fatal to one in 
her Condition, and therefore took Pains 
to exert a more than ordinary Cheerful- 
neſs, to give her the more Courage. They 
could get no Horſes at Roveredo, and 
and were forc'd therefore to make Uſe of 
the ſame that brought them thither, to 
which they had engaged the Coachman 
in Caſe of a Diſappointment ; here the 
Princeſs found her {elf a little indiſpos'd, 
and ordered ſome Tea to be made, which 
they gave her in a Porringer that {melt of 
Oil; but being very thirſty ſhe drank it, 
as if it had been the beſt in the World. 


5 They 
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 Thiby left Roveredo about Four in the 
Afternoon, and were obliged to travel 
flowly to make their Hortes hold out; 
when they had gone TWO e e the 
Gentlemen complimented her Highneſs 
upon having paſſed the laſt Garriſon of 
the Emperot's Domunions, and began to 
talk much of the Goodneſsoftheir Coach, 
which had ſtood the Shocks of ſo _ 
Hills and Precipices; but the Princeſs 
' anſwered, that it was too ſoon to ſing Victo- 
ria, not being as yet intirely out of Danger ; 
that Bologna was ftill at ſome Diſtance, and 
they hardiy had made a Stage without ſome 
Accident; upon which they endeavoured 
to reaſon away her Fears and Diffidence, 
but whilſt they were talking upon this 
Subject, the Axle-tree unluckily broke, 
and the Coach tumbled, but ſo gently 

that no Body received any Damage. 
This Accident put them into a terrible 
Conſternation, and the Gentlemen ſet 
immediatly about repairing of it; but her 
Highneſs with a very compoſed Counte- 
nance ſaid, it ſignified nothing, that a little 
| Patience would ſoon overcome all, There 
was a Village pretty near, to which Mr.

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mend the Carriage, who did it after ſuch 
a Manner that they were 1n a Condition 
to ſet forward. he 
They took Two of the Peaſants along 
with them, to walk on each ſide of the 
Coach to aſſiſtt them in Caſe of farther 
Accidents, which they had Reaſon to ap- 
prehend, and went on but {lowly ; they 
had ſtill Forty Miles to travel, before 
they got out of the Emperor's Territories, 
and had no Account of Tool or Miſſett, 
who ought to have been with them ſoon- 
er, if ſome Accident had not hap- 
pened. ; | 
To have a young Princeſs, whoſe 
Conſtitution was not cut out for ſo great 
a Fatigue, to have aLady big with Child, 
whoſe Condition is ſubject to various Ac- 
cidents, a bad Road, a broken Coach, 
'and Jaded Horſes, all theſe put together 
furniſhed Matter for a great many me- 
lancholy Reflections. 5 
But the Princeſs was as gay and chear- 
ful, as if no Diſaſter had, or was likely 
to happen, and ſpirited up the others, 
both by her Diſcourſe and Example, and 
then laying her Head upon a Cuſhion, 
| ſhe ſlept very ſoundly, this being the firſt 
Time the cloſed her Eyes fince they left

— They 
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diately wakened her, and then ſhe called 
out for her Mother, but having recolle&- 
ed her ſelf, ſhe ſpoke to the Major, who

Stones to wet me, this was a little unlucky, * 
for I never ſlept better in my Life. 

Mogan ſtaid with Mitchell and the Two 
Country Fellows, to contrive ſome Me- 
thod of getting the Coach to the Village, 


to which the Major waited upon the La- 


dies, who were obliged to walk it, and 
arrived there about 12 at Night; the 
Inns were all taken up by the Princeſs 
of Baden and her Retinue, ſo that they 


had a great deal oi Difficulty to find any

Lodgings, and much more to get a Work 
man to make a new Axle: tree, becauſe 
the People were all a Bed; but at laſt 
they found a Man who promiſed to have 
one ready for them by Seven in the 
Morning. 5 3 | 
They were told by thisMan that there 
Was a Kind of Voiture in Town, which 
they called a Calaſh, but this Was only 
a fine Name that he gave it, for in Rea- 
lity it was no more than a little Cart, 
and made juſt to hold Two People: Mo- 
gan repreſented to the Princeſs, how 
dangerous it would be to make any Stay 
here, whereas if they went but Six 
Miles farther, to a Place called Ser), 
which was in the Venetian Territories, 
ſhe would be in perfe& Security, and 
that by Tool and Miſſett's Staying he was 
afraid that ſome Accident had happened 
to them. 5 | 
The Princeſs readily agreed to the 
Propoſal; whereupon they had nothing: 
more to do than find Horſes: The Prin- 
ceſs of Baden, who was juſt gone from 
that Place, had taken along with her all 
that were at the Poſt-Houſe, and it was 
to little Purpoſe to look for any others in 
Town; ſo that they had nothing left, 
but to apply to the ſame Guide that 
Ents G7 brought 


brought them from Trent, and endea- 
vour to prevail on him, to let Two of 
his ableſt Horſes go forward with the 
Cart, and leave the other Iwo to bring 
on the Coach when it was mended. 
When Mitchell ſpoke of it to the Coach- 
man, the Fellow anſwered, [» ſhort it 
was not to be done without ſpoiling his Horſes, 
and added, that he could not imagine the 
Reaſon, why they (hould hurry on Ladies at 
fluch a Rate, already ſo much tired, without 
giving them ſome little Time to ret, and 
that there mut be ſomething more than ordi- 
nary that made them in ſo much Haſte; all 
which he ſpoke, in ſuch a croſs and ſurly 
Manner, that Mitchell did not think it 
proper at that Time to preſs him any 
tarther, twas therefore neceſſary to think 
of other Means, both to ſtop the Fel- 
 low's Mouth, and gain their Point, 
which they did effectually by making him 
a feeling Offer, which he could not with- 
ſtand; the Princeſs got immediately in- 
to the Cart, raking in Mrs. Miſſett along 
with her leaving the two Gentlemen, to

The Princeſs was not long in the Cart, 
when, notwithſtanding its continual un- 
caſy Jolting, She fell faſt aſleep, but had

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not Travell'd ſo above three Miles, 
when her Company awoke her to take

Barrier betwixt the Emperors Territo- 
ries, and thoſe of Venice: Twas then 
that they Sung Te Deum with a chearful 
Heart; and here they met the Horſes 
returning, that carried the Princeſs of Ba-

Thanks for her Eſcape and Safety: The 
Gentlemen could find no Room in any 
of the Inns, which were all taken up with 
the Princeſs of Badens Attendants, Who 
was not to ſet out trill 8 a Clock ; but 
meeting by Chance a Burgeſs of the 
Town, who looked like a good Sort ot 
Man, they heg'd the Favour to know 
of him where Two Ladies, that were ve- 
ry much tired, might reſt themſelves tor 
a while? The Man anſwered, that he 


had ſeen the Ladies (he ſuppoſed] at Chafpel, 


and that his Houſe was at their Service. 
The Gentlemen were very much plea- 


fed withthis Offer, which they readily 
accepted, and carrying the Ladies thi- 


ther, 
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ther, they met with a very good Recep- 
tion; the Gentlewoman of the Houſe in 
a very obliging Manner offered them ſe- 
veral Sorts of Refreſhments, but the 
Princeſs di inking only ſome Tea, retired . 
with Mrs. Miſſett to a Chamber, and lay 
down in her Cloaths, to take a little 
Ret: nts; Lt te Ee 
About Nine a Clock Tool and Miſſett 
arrived, and gave the following Account 
of the Occaſion of their ſtaying ſo long 
behind ; that they lay the Night before a few 
Leagues beyond Trent, believing that in 
0 af, the Princeſs ſhould be ſtopp d, ſhe would 
be immediately committed to the Care of the 
Governor of that Place. 5 19 
That they lodged at the Poſt-Houſe, where 
tom ards Evening a Courrier came in from 
Inſpruck; that Tool immediately accoſting 
him in High-Dutch, asked if he was going 
70 Trent, the Courrier anſwered, he was; 
upon which Tool propoſed to go along with him; 
that Mr. Miſſett in the mean Time called for 
ſemothing to eat, and privately mixed a good 
deal of Brandy with the Wine, in order to 
manage the honeſt German the better; that 
he jat down with them, and at Table began to 
complain, that he was extreamly tired, having 
rid very hard with an order, which he was car- 


Hing with al poſſible Haſte to the Governor = 


rial Dominious, and calling the Poſt-maſter 
to teſtify the Truth of what they ſaid, the 
Courrier was eaſily perſwaded to believe them, 
that they then ſat to it, and began to drink: 
heartily ; and Tool and Miſſett acted their 
Parts ſo well, that ina little Time the poor 
German was in ſach a Pickle, that he was 
fitter to go to Bed than get a Horſe-back , 
that having giving him his Doſe, and laid 
him aſleep, iwas vg , that Tool ſhould 
Jo hefore, to have. Horſes ready at Trent, and 
and Miſſett was to remainbehind Two Hours 
longer, to take Care of the Courrier, under 
Pretence of waiting to keep himCompany when 
he awoke, that when the Time was elapſed, 
and Miſſett ſaw that he ſtill ſiept on, he 
took Horſe immediately to overtake his Com- 
panion, whom he found retarded at Trent, 
by the Difficulties which the Governor made 
of ordering him Horſes, that they began 
then to be terribly afraid, le# the Courri- 
er whom they had left dead drunk, ſbould 

ſoon come to Life, and overtake them at 4 
Place where they paſſed for Gentlemen be- 


* longing 


longing to Count of Cernes ; that being in no 
ſmall Confuſion, and diftratted what to do, 
Miſſett took it into his Head to write a 
Letter in French to the Governor, where. 
in he complimented his Excellency very high. 


ly, and treated him with ſo much Reſpect 


and Submiſſion, that he thereupon granted 
them an order for Horſes, and ſo they got 
out of this Scrape ; that at Alla they were 
much ſurprized to find the Coach there, but 
Mitchell forming them of what had hap- 
pened, they ſtayed with him till it was ready, 
and ſo ſet forward to Sex. 

When Dinner was ready they thought 
proper to awake the Princeſs, who 


was wonderfully delighted to find all 
her Company together again, and her 


Coach in good order, and hearing of 
Miſſett's and Tool's Adventure, ſhe imme- 
diatcly reſolved to move a little farther 


from her good Couſin the Emperor's 
Neighbourhood ; ſhe gave the honeſt 


Burgeſs and his Wife Marks of her Ge 


nerolity, and very handſomely gratified | 


ſoon be informed of. 


the Coachman, whom at parting ſhe 
charged with a Smile, to make a Lady's 
Compliments to the Governor of Trent, 


that had not Time to do it her ſelf as ſhe 


came thro', for Reaſons that he would 


Theos 
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Thus upon this as well as other Occaſions 
that happened, the Princeis gave continu- 
al Proots of her chearful Temper, Generoſi- 
ty and Gratitude, wonderfully engaging, in 

o young and great a Princeſs, and moſt like- 
ly to contribute to the Welfare and Happi- 
neſs of thoſe about her. ” 

The Stay which they made at Sery gave 
the Horſes that carryed the Princeſs of Ba- 
den, Time to reſt ; 10 tliat after this they 
never ſtop'd *till they reach'd Verona; but 
in going to Chivoa, which 1s the firſt Garri- 

ſon Town of the Venetians, they were obli- 
ged to go over a prodigious Precipice upon 
the River Adige, where the Road is cut in a 
Rock, which is an old Roman Work; but 
Mrs. Miſſett was more taken up with the 

Danger than the Curioſity of the Place, and 
diſcovered ſuch Symptoms of Fear as they 
came to a rugged Steep, as obliged the 
Princeſs to alight out of the Coach and 
Walk a Foot; and here the Princeſs tool 
great Delight in getting before her Compa- 
ny, and leading the Way. They arrived 
at Chivoa beforc Sun- ſet, Where it is eaſy 
to imagine with what Pleaſure the Princeſs 
paſt that Night, being the firſt Time ſhe 
pulled off her Cloaths, or changed Linnen 
ſince ſhe left Inſprack. 8 
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on Monday the firſt of May ſhe lay at 
Stellata, from whence ſhe ſent Mitchell to 


Ferrara, to try what Tidings he could hear 


of the Sieur Coaalsty, whom Prince James 


promiſed to fend 0 repreſent him at the 
Marriage. 


The Second of May her Highneſs arrived 
at Bolognia, and allighted at Hotel de Selarin, 
_— tome of the Ladies of the Ton hear- 

that Two very beautiful Flandricaus 
9 there, they had a mighty Curt 
lity to fee them, and went for that Pur- 


poſe to wait on them, under Pretence of 


of enquiring for ſome of their Friends that 
lived in Flanders, but the People of the 


Houſe told them, that the Ladies being very 


much fatigued with their Journey, had lain down 
to tale their Ret. 


This early Viſit gave the Princeſs Reaſon | 
to believe, that it would be difficult for her 


to remain incognito in this Houſe, upon 


which ſhe ſent to inform Cardinal Orizo, 
who was the Pope's Legate here, of her Ar- 
rival, and to deſire the Favour of him to 


provide proper Lodgings tor her. 


Mr. 19242 was the Perſon charged with 


this Meſlage, who to prevent being known _ 
by the Servants, wrote a Letter to his Emi- 


nence, wherein he deſired a particular Au- 
dience in Favour of the Princeſs Clementina 
Sobreshy : Upon which he was immediately

conducted to the good old Prelate, who was 
equally ſtruck with Surprizeand Diffidence, 


when Mogan told him that the Princeſs was 


in Town, and was forced to confirm the 


Truth of it, with repeated Proteſtations, 
and to give a ſhort Account of the Eſcape, 
before he could believe him. 


I uhen the old Man took him in his Arms, 


and embraced him; charging him to pre- 
{ent his moſt humble Reſpects to her High- 
nels, and to aſſure her, that {he was now 


in the utmoſt Safety: That he would pro- 


vide Lodgings as She deſired ; but was ex- 
tremely concern'd at her Reſolution, of 
continuing zzcognito, becauſe it prevented 
his paying her thoſe Publick Honours, 
which he ought and would be proud of 


doing. 


Ihe Princeſs was pleasd witlithe Anſwer, 


which Mr. Wogan brought, but as much 


diſſatisfyed on the other hand, with Mitchell's 
unſucceſsful Journey, who returned from 
Ferrara, Without being able to give any ac- 
count of Sieur Conalsky, for whom She was 
under no ſmall Concern, but was refolved 
however to diſpatch Michel, that Night to

her Arrival, with whom the Chevalier had 

left full Powers at his going into ain to

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and made a great many excellent and uſeful

Of her Arrival, and of the great Satisfaction 


and intire Peace of Mind, which She en- 
Joy'd, ſince ↄhe had the Happineſs of coming 
under his Holineſs's Protection. 


The zd of May her Highneſs removed to 


the Lodgings that were prepared for her by 


the Legate, Who ſent the Day following, 

to deſire leave to pay her a Vilit, in a man- 
ner ſuitable to her Privacy, which was gran- 
ted; when it was dark, he came a foot to 


a Place, where Mr. Wogan was ſent to re- 


ceive him, by whom he was introduced to 
the Princeſs. 


And here it was a moving Scene, to ob- 
ſerve the Joy, the Admiration and Reſpect 
which appear'd in the good old Man's Coun- 
tenance when he beheld her Highneſs, and 
in his whole Converſation wich ner: She 


was ſo good, as to entertain him with a 


Hiſtory of her Flight, and preſented the 
Lady and the Gentlemen to him, who were 


her Aſſiſtants; to whom his Emiaency ſaid 
2 great many very obliging things.

Then he took his Leave, by giving her

Mr. Murray arrived according to promiſe, 
with Mr. Maas an Engliſh Prieſt, who was 
appointed to celebrate the Marriage ; he

Rions, . which the Chevalier had left for 


that purpoſe; and gave her anaccount, how 


agreeable the News of her Arrival at 3olo- 
gia, was to the Pope; that his Holineſs 
ure her a hearty Invitation to Rome, where 
1e wou'd prepare convenient Lodgings for 
her in a Convent, *till ſhe had an Account 


of the Chevalier and his Reſolutions. 


The Legate ſent to deſire a ſecond Audi- 
ence, to which he went in the ſame manner 
as before; then her Highneſs prefented 
Mr. Maas and Mr. Murray, and acquainted 


him with their Buſineſs ; upon which his 


Eminence offer'd his Service, either to per- 
form the Ceremony himſelf, or aſſiſt as a 
Witneſs; but the Princeſs excuſed herſelf 


from accepting of it, to prevent its being 
- publick ; and only deſired, that his Emi- 


nence would be pleaſed to Authoriſe Mr. 
Maas to officiate and appoint a Church, to 


be ready early next Morning for that pur- 


pole... „„ 
She then told him her Deſign of going 


to Rome, when the Ceremony was over : 
the Cardinal Legate aſſured her, that every 


thing ſhould be prepared as {he deſired ; 
and repeated his tormer Offers of Service, 
for which her Highneſs returned him a great 
many Thanks; as alſo tor the particular 
Affection and Eſteem, which he had expreſ- 
ſed for the Chevalier's Perſon and 8 
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The Ninth of May the Princeſs aroſe 


pretty early, and went toChurch with Mrs. 


Miſſett, where they began the Duty of the 
Day by receiving the Holy Communion. 
The Expreſs diſpatched to Ferrara return- 
ed, without being able to give any particu- 
lar Account of the Sieur Coualse, upon 
which it was thought proper to invite the 
Marquiſs of Monti Boulorois, to aſſiſt at the 
Celebration of the Marriage, by repreſent- 


ing the Part of Prince James. This Noble 


Man was a Perſon of the firſt Quality in the 


Country, and one who had upon all Occa- 
ſions given great Marks of his Zeal and E- 


ſteem for the Chevalier, having ſpent moſt 
Part of his Time at his Court, whilſt he 


continued at Urbino. 


When Prayers were over, and the Wit- 


neſſes come, the Chevalzie:'s Proxy deliver- 


ed the Powers left wich him, which were 
publickly read, wherein he ſet forth his 
Conſent to marry the Princeſs Clementina 
Sobiesky, then the Prieſt asked her Highneſs 
for hers, which ſhe gave with a Grace not 

to be expreſs'd, upon which ſhe received 
the Nuptial Bleſſing, and the Ring left by 


the Chevalier for that Purpoſe. 


The fame Day the Princeſs ſet out for 


Rome, where ſhe was received with all the 
Demonſtrations of Eſteem and Affection, 


that 
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could be exſpe cted 
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And here ſhe became the Admiration of 
all People, for the Beauty of her Perſon, 
her Sweetne(s of Temper, and Vivacity of 
Wit; but above all for her greatVirtue and 
Conduct, in all which ſhe was ſo conſpicu- 
ous, that even her greateſt Enemies who 
have ſince travell'd that Way, and made the 
ſtricteſt Enquiry into her Character, have 
not been able to object any Thing to her 
Merit, but. are forced to allow Her ,juſtly 
poſſeſſed of all the great and good Qualities 


that can be thought neceſſary to adorn a 
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
